Enemy Chance De Gaulle Will Not Get Majority 
Near To 
Saigon

Viet 
Nam 
(AP) — Four N orth Vietnamese 
regiments have moved to within 
60 miles of Saigon as Commu­ 
nist strength in South Viet Nam 
reached a record high, Informed 
military sources rep o rt. 
In all, nine N orth Vietnamese 
regular regim ents have been 
confirmed as p resen t in South 
Viet Nam, two m ore than re­ 
ported earlier. 
Intelligence estim ates say the 
northern units total about 20,000 
men. Viet Cong strength is giv­ 
en at about 234,000 full-time 
guerrillas. 
The invasion by North Viet 
Nam — and officials here call it 
just that — began slowly earlier 
this year. The p resen t level of 
Infiltration runs in excess of 
about a regim ent a month. The 
figure is expected to double 
soon to 4,500 a month. 
The four highly mobile regi­ 
ments, whose positions can and 
do change overnight, are ranged 
in a fem from northw est of the 
capital near the Cambodian bor­ 
der 
In 
T^iy 
Ninh 
Province 
through Binh Long to the east­ 
ern edge of Long Khanh Prov­ 
ince. 
Although no one expects an 
all-out assault on Saigon, the 
sudden strengthening of Com­ 
munist forces, in what has long 
been Viet Cong-dominated te rri­ 
tory, certainly will mean bitter 
fighting for the UJS. I st Intentry 
Division and V ietnam ese units 
north of Saigon. 
A South V ietnam ese regiment 
was

in

fighting 35 m iles north of Saigon 
last week. 
As the invasion steps up, 
more information on North Viet­ 
namese m ovem ents com es from 
defectors and p riso n e rs. 
The five and possibly six regi­ 
ments operating in the central 
highlands a re supplied by two 
recently com pleted roads and 
by air, via Cam bodia. A dirt

Red Chinese 
Reject Peace 


WASHINGTON (AP) — UJ3t 
officials say Com m unist China 
is burning all b rid g es to prevent 
a Viet Nam peace initiative by 
the Soviet Union. 
Nonetheless, they don’t envi­ 
sion the im m ediate use of Red 
Chinese troops in the increas­ 
ingly bitter fighting. 
The UJS. officials say Peking 
is behaving in a m ore defensive 
pattern because the prestige of 
her nuclear explosion of 1963 is 
wearing thin. 
They also say Red China’s 
relations have becom e strained 
with Indonesia, a r e at a low ebb 
with Moscow and h er influence 
is declining in A frican affairs. 
For this reason, UJL officials 
find evidence, they say, that 
Poking is berating the Soviet 
Union for seeking united action 
with the United S tates on re­ 
storing peace to Viet Nam. The 
strategy appears to have suc­ 
ceeded in im m obilizing any So- 
viet peace in itiativ es with North 
Viet Nam. 
The Chinese keep repeating 
that the people of Viet Nam 
can defeat any effort to con­ 
quer them. 
U, S, officials said that 
in 
turning down all peace 
ef­ 
forts, Communist 
China has 
had to prove to North Viet 
Nam it would com e to the as­ 
sistance of Hanoi if absolutely 
necessary.

PARIS (AP) — French voters 
a re expected to re-elect P re si­ 
dent C harles de Gaulle to anoth­ 
e r seven-year term , but observ­ 
ers said there was a chance he 
would not get a majority in the 
first round of balloting Sunday. 
Polls showed that 35 to 4 0 per 
cent of the electorate still were 
undecided and observers specu­ 
lated if they swing toward his 
five opponents, De Gaulle will 
be forced into a runoff contest 
against the top opposition candi­ 
date. 


De Gaulle, 75, running for a 
popularly elected office for the 
first tim e, holds a m ajority dear 
to 
his 
heart 
and 
informed 
sources said if he isn’t satisfied 
with the first round, he may 
again drop out of politics. 
Some of his opponents have 
said that among their main rea­ 
sons for running is to deprive 
De Gaulle of the crushing ma­ 
jority he has enjoyed since com­ 
ing to power in 1958, despite a 
gradual erosion to about 62 per 
cent in the last referendum . 


As the campaign officially 
closed 
Friday 
night with a 
round of radio-television ap­ 
peals for support, the haughty 
De Gaulle asked the voters for a 
“ dem onstration of confidence.” 
“ Frenchm en, Frenchwomen! 
Once m ore, before each of you, 
I have assum ed my responsi­ 
bility,” he said. ‘“Sunday you 
will take yours.” 
“ In asking each of you for a 
dem onstration of your confi­ 
dence, I offer you the decisive 
means 
to 
confirm 
the new 


(Fifth) Republic.” 
De Gaulle’s two hottest com­ 
petitors are Francois M itter­ 
rand, 49, who for the first time 
since the Popular Front of the 
1930s has gained support of lx)th 
the Communist and non-Com- 
munist left, and centerist Jean 
L°canuet, 45, a Christian Demo­ 
c ra t.

Death Penalty Verdict For

LINCOLN, Neb. AP ~ 
A 
UJ5„ D istrict Court jury’s deci­ 
sion that Duane E. Pope, 22, be 
electrocuted for slaying three 
bank em ployes in the bloodiest 
M idwest bank robbery in recent 
y ears, was attacked today by 
defense counsel as a “ m iscar­ 
riage of justice.” 
R obert B. Crosby, form er 
governor of Nebraska who was 
appointed 
by 
the 
court as 
Pope’s chief counsel, said he 
would go to the UJS. Supreme 
Court if necessary in his fight to 
set aside the death penalty. 
Pope’s role in the tragedy at 
Big Springs, Neb., last June 4 
was adm itted at the outset of 
the tria l, but Crosby contended 
that Pope was insane when he 
staged the $1,598 robbery and 
shot the l>ank employes as they 
lay face down on the floor. 
However, the jury of IO men 


and two women late Friday re ­ 
turned a guilty verdict after 14 
hours deliberation and ordered 
that the Kansas farm youth die. 


Judge Robert Van Pelt set 
11:30 a.m . next March 3 as 
date for the execution. Appeal 
moves a re expected to stay the 
date. 
The chief prosecutor, UJS. 
B ist. Atty. Theodore L . Ridding 
of Omaha, called it a “ just ver­ 
dict” from “ an exceptionally 
high-caliber jury.” 


Pope had readily adm itted 
entering the F arm er’s State 
Bank five days after he 
was 
graduated 
from 
MePheron 
(Kan.) College, taking the avail­ 
able money and shooting the 
four bank employe w itnesses. 
A week after the killings, he 
flew to Kansas City, Mo., and 
surrendered to police.

Nation’s Taxpayers 


Will Get Present 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
nation’s taxpayers will be get­ 
ting a post-Christm as present- 
a $1.6-billion excise tax cut. 
Under a bill passed by Con­ 
g ress last June, a variety of 
taxes will be chopped, some of 
them for the second tim e. 
The m easure’s ultim ate re ­ 
duction has been estim ated at 
$4.7 billion annually. The first 
round amounted to about $1.7 
billion and was effective imme­ 
diately. 
The second phase will take 
hold at the end of this month. 
Telephone users will be the 
biggest beneficiaries this tim e. 
The IO per cent levy on local 
and long distance service will 
be slashed to 3 per cent effec­ 
tive Jan. I. It will be reflected 
in telephone bills for January. 
The reduction is estim ated at 
$640 million. 
Over the next three years this 
tax will be eliminated entirely, 
a t the rate of I per cent a year. 
The 
manufacturers* excise 
tax on automobiles, 
reduced 
from IO to 7 per cent in June, 
will go down another percentage 
point to 6 per cent on Jan. I. If 
fully jaissed on, this should save 
c a r buyers $190 million. 
Tile auto levy will be dropped 
to I per cent by Jan. 1,1969.

(AP) — The 
space agency, in a cautious 
change of signals, quashed a 
plan to have the Gemini 7 astro ­ 
nauts spend most of their 14-day 
celestial voyage in nothing but 
underw ear. 
Both Air F orceL t.C ol. Frank 
Borman and Navy Cmdr. Jam es 
A. Lovell J r . may still get the 
opportunity to doff their space­ 
suits, but not for long and not 
at the sam e tim e. 
The current plan, announced 
by flight officials, is to allow 
Lovell, the pilot, to remove his 
suit shortly after the Gemini 7 
spacecraft settles into orbit and 
gets a “ go” for one full day in 
space. If all goes well the Gem­ 
ini space twins would alternate 
spending 
tim e 
outside their 
suits. 


Borman said at a news con­ 
ference Nov. I that he and Lov- 1 
ell planned to remove their suits 
“ and fly in a shirt-sleeve envi­ 
ronment for up to, we hope, IO 
days.” 
However, George E . M ueller, 
the National Aeronautics and 
Space A dm inistration’s 
asso ­ 
ciate adm inistrator for manned 
spaceflight, 
said Friday that 
Lovell’s initial stay outside the 
suit would be “ on the order of a 
day.” 
“ We have just deemed it in 
the interest of safety to have 
one man in a condition where he 
retains the suit on so that in the 
case of any unforseen em ergen­ 
cy one man would be In a re la ­ 
tively safe position,” he added. 


“ Both astronauts will be sui­ 
ted during all critical phases of 
the m ission—that is, during the 
liftoff, during the rendezvous 
and during the re-entry,” Muell­ 
er said. 


The Gemini 7 crewmen origi­ 
nally requested they be allowed 
to fly the m ission with no space­ 
suits at all. Three Soviet cos­ 
monauts reportedly wore street 
clothes from launch to splash­ 
down on the 16-orbit Voshkod I 
flight last year. 


A stronauts 
have complained 
that the conventional Gemini 
suit is too bulky, cum bersome 
and uncom fortable.

eardrum would keep 
him from ever flying again. 
Full of w isecracks at tim es, 
but deadly serious when need 
be, this is the astronaut tea rn of 
A ir Force L t. Col. Frank Bor­ 
man and Navy Cm dr. Jam es A. 
Lovell J r., both 37. 
The two occupy the cram ped 
quarters of the Gemini 7 space­ 
craft on the scheduled 14-day 
space journey, the longest and 
most Important UJS. space ven­ 
tu re to date. 
Together, they can put on 
quite a show by often swapping 
com ical jibes, through which 
em erge a deep friendship devel­ 
oped during three years as a s­ 
tronauts. 
“ He’s affectionately known as 
Jim ‘Sliakey’ Lovell among our 
group,” said Borman with a 
broad grin during a recent in­ 
terview . 
“ Thanks a lo t,” Lovell, a 
blond-haired, blue-eyed Naval 
Academy graduate, quickly re ­ 
torted. 
A National A eronautics and 
Si»ace Administration official 
said the name “ Shakey” grew 
from the fact L avell is the n er­ 
vous type who “ flutters around 
like a flea” when wanting to get 
things done. 
Tile Gemini twins’ childhood 
y ears reflect a love for the air 
that started them on the road to 
th eir daring space adventure. 
Borman took flying lessons at 
15; Lavell once alm ost blew 
him self up with a crude, home­ 
made rocket when he was 16. 
Borman, a Gary, Ind., native 
who was reared 
in Tuscon, 
A riz., graduated from 
West 
Point in 1950 and switched to 
the Air Force to become 
a 
pilot. 
In November, 1951, his left 
eardrum broke during a routine 
training dive in an F80 jet. 
Borman feared his flying days 
w ere over. Flight surgeons, who 
said a head cold contributed to 
the 
mishap, also discovered 
Borman had a calcium deposit 
inside the broken eardrum . 
He was grounded im m ediate­ 
ly. However, the calcium dis­ 
solved and the ear healed. Bor­ 
man was back in the a ir seven 
•'months later with norm al hear­ 
ing. 
His desire to join the space 
team dates back to the tim e 
Russia launched its first Sput­ 
n i k satellite in 1957. 
Borman left a teaching a s­ 
signment at West Point to enroll 
in the Air Force aerospace re­ 
search pilot’s 
school 
at 
Edwards Air Force Base, Calif. 
He remained there to teach aft­ 
e r graduation in 1960, a job 
he

CAPE KENNEDY, H a. (AP) 
—With a cloudy sky gradually 
brightening, 
the final count­ 
down ticked along flawlessly 
today for man’s longest space 
journey, the 
14-day flight of 
Gemini 7 astronauts Frank Bor­ 
man and Jam es A. Lovell Jr. 
The countdown began under 
a threatening, overcast sky. 
But the picture brightened as 
the count continued and a space 
agency spokesman said weath­ 
er would be cloudy but satis­ 
factory at the scheduled launch­ 
ing tim e. 
A Titan 2 rocket was to thun­ 
der to life at 2:30 p.m. (EST)to 
hurl Air Force L l, Col. Bor­ 
man and Navy Cmdr. Lovell 
away from the earth on the 
start of their epic voyage. 
If all goes well, they will ren- 
dezvous nine days from now 
with the two pilots of Gemini 6 
and 
go 
hurtling around the 
world together, possibly only 
inches ap a rt. 
Technicians finished loading 
215,000 pounds of fuel into the 
nine-story -tall Titan 2 at I a.m . 
The operation went without 
a 
hitch and the countdown began 
right on schedule at 7:30 a.m . 
“ W e're ticking right along,” 
the spokesman said. 
A solid but high overcast hid 
the rising sun as the big day 
began tor Borman and Lovell, 
and fo recasters said there was 
a possibility of showers during 
the day. 
“ But we’re told by the weath­ 
erm an that we shouldn’t have 
any rain at 1:30,” the space 
agency spokesman said, “ and 
lower than 2,000 feet we proba­ 
bly can go.” 
The 
afternoon launch con­ 
tra sts with previous UJS. man- 
in-space shots when the astro­ 
nauts w ere up at dawn for early 
morning launchings. 
The Gemini 7 flight will crack 
all existing world space records 
— most of them held by the 
Gemini 
5 crew which stayed 
aloft for eight days — and will 
provide the most extensive in­ 
form ation yet on man's ability 
to 
withstand 
physically and 
mentally long exposure to the 
space environm ent. 
D r. C harles A .Berry,Gemini 
flight surgeon, said medical ex­ 
perim ents have top priorityand 
added: “ The flight will deter­ 
mine if man can perform at the 
level we expect him to for this 
period of tim e.” 
In a tuneup for the rendez­ 
vous, Borman and Lovell today 
were to try to maintain a for­ 
mation flight with the orbiting 
second stage of their Titan 2. 
They planned to keep within IOO 
to 300 feet for about 25 minutes 
just after achieving orbit. 
The 
Gemini 
6 astronauts, 
Navy Capt. W alter M. Schlrra 
J r. and A ir Force Maj.Thomas 
P . Stafford, are expected to 
take off in pursuit Dec. 13. The 
plan is to fly the two spacecraft 
in form ation — perhaps only 
inches ap art — for nearly six 
hours as they whip 185 miles 
above the earth at 17,500 miles 
an hour. 
Most space agency experts 
believe they have a 50-50 chance 
or better to accom plish the ren­ 
dezvous.

WINTER HAS ITS PLEASANT SOUNDS, AS

I CHRISTMAS TREE SAFETY TIPS 
Your family and millions of others will soon 
be selecting Christmas trees for the coming 
holiday season. 
By following these simple suggestions, you 
can have a tree which is not only attractive, 
but also reduces the fire hazard: 
Make sure the tree you buy is a fresh one. 
When you select your tree, feel the needles. 
If the tree is fresh, they will be firmly attached. 
Avoid the tree with needles which drop off 
when brushed. 
Eliminate the possibility of your tree drying 
out before Christmas by keeping it outdoors 
until the day you decorate it. You can help 
keep the tree fresh by standing it in a pail of 
water. 
Remember to wait until the day before Christ­ 
mas before setting up your tree. 
Reduce your chances of a Christmas tree 
fire by placing the tree in the coolest part of 
the room. It should be away from radiators, 
heaters and the fireplace. Keeping your tree 
away from heat also will not only reduce the 
chance of fire, but help to keep the tree from 
drying. 
Your Christmas tree should be placed in the 
type of stand which has a water container in 
which the trunk rests. Fresh trees stay fresh 
by “drinking” a substantial amount of water. 
You will notice that the water disappears from 
the container quite rapidly, and you should refill 
it daily. 
Choose only flameproof decorations for your 
tree. You should use only decorations made of 
glass, metal or a fire-resistant material. 
Handle your Christmas lights with care. Before 
placing them on the tree, check wires and 
sockets. Light sets with frayed wires should 
be discarded. To make sure you get good lights 
when you buy a new set, be sure it bears the 
UL label of Underwriters* Laboratories. 
Reminder: If possible, the switch controlling 
the tree lights should be some distance from 
the tree. This will reduce the chance of a spark 
from the electric switch igniting the tree decora­ 
tions. Avoid attaching the lights to a baseboard 
plug behind the tree. 
In homes where an electric train is part of the 
Christmas display, tracks should be set up 
away from the tree. Toy trains sometimes throw 
off sparks, and sparks are a fire hazard. 
Someone should be assigned to the task of 
making sure that the lights on the Christmas 
tree are turned off at bedtime and when no one 
is near the tree. 
Trees should be checked frequently for dryness. 
And, check tree needles near lights. If needles 
near a light have become dry and brittle, 
change the position of the light. If needles all 
over the tree start falling, take the tree down 
at once and put it outdoors. 
Metal trees should never be decked with

Strike Wave Hits Production 
of Subm arines, Shells, Bullets, 
Despite Viet W ar. 
Washington, D. C. — It is re- 
gretable that this society 
of 
ours is not as inquisitive as it 
is acquisitive. 
If it were so, it might learn 
there is a w ar on, and that 
there are strik es flaring 
in 
plants which make it possible 
to fight such a defensive w ar. 
Bullets 
and shells, 
Navy 
Snakeye m issiles and subma- 
rine gadgetry, Phantom jets 
and space craft all have been 
involved in the recent rash of 
parading pickets. 
This aroused, placard-bear- 
ing proletariat sim ply proves 
that the more things change the 
m ore they a re the sam e. There 
w ere strikes during the second 
World War and during 
the 
Korean holocaust. 
But this bloody season 
the 
stoppages have com e e a rlier. 
Oddly, many of the walkouts 
have been led by local leaders 
of the International A ssn. of 
M achinists, 
highly respected 
in many quarters for its in­ 
dustrial statesm anship. 
Why then 
did 
one 
of its 
lodges (locals) strik e the Rome 
(New York) Cable Division 
of 
Alcoa on Nov. 15, thus crippling 
the 
manu&cture 
of vitally

new subm arines? 
The Navy wants that wiring. 
Federal officials say the launch­ 
ing of vital subs may be de­ 
layed for lack of this tiny bit 
of equipment.

clubs,

television, such as those in the

On this subject I write from 
personal experience. For many 
years I have helped on the 
construction of the Hayti Lions 
club floats, and during the last 
two years it seems that I have 
become the only member of the 
club who can design a float--at 
least that appears to be the 
conclusion of the rest of the 
members who have stuck me 
with the job in 1964 and 1965.

So Pm beginning 
to lose my enthusiasm in this 
project--Pm busy at C hrist­ 
mas time, too.

have never seen one. It would 
appear that to lower the ac­

Bug Pumps 


Fungi Into 


Bean Seeds 


NEW ORLEANS- 
The stink 
bug actually pumps yeast spot 
fungi into soybean seeds when 
feeding, a University of Mis­ 
souri graduate student reported 
here. 
It had been thought previous­ 
ly 
that yeast spot disease was 
transmitted by stink bugs car­ 
rying the fungus externally. The 
thinking has been that bugs had 
fungi of the disease on their 
body and, as they moved about 
on soybeans, only incidentally 
infected seeds. 
The graduate student, John 
E. Foster, Columbia, reporting 
his research with stink 
bugs 
before the Entomological 
So­ 
ciety of American annual meet­ 
ing here, said he has proven 
that the insects carry 
the 
yeast spot disease fungi in their 
salivary tract. 
“ Stink bugs,” he said, “when 
feeding on soybeans, actually 
pump some of the fungi from 
their salivary tract into beans.” 
Foster’s work with stink bugs 
is the subject of his thesis for 
the Master of Science degree 
at the University of Missouri 
in Columbia. Co-author of his 
research report presented to­ 
day is David Daugherty, assis­ 
tant professor of entomology 
and U. S. Department of Agri­ 
culture 
research entomolo­ 
gist. 


Foster explained that yeast 
spot disease causes soybean 
seed to shrivel and lose oil 
content. 
At 
some 
markets, 
beans damaged by the disease 
are purchased at a discounted 
price. 
Yeast spot disease also re­ 
duces germination of soybean 
seed*

CHARLESTON - Several ques­ 
tions have been raised about 
saving seed from the 1965 cot­ 
ton crop. 
I believe the best answer that 
anyone could give would be that 
it is always wise to know the 
germination on any seed before 
it is planted. Sometimes seed 
that 
looks good 
may 
fail to 
germinate and make replanting 
necessary. If you plan on sell­ 
ing seed, a test is essential to 
determine the value of seed, and 
help you sell it if it proves good. 
In order to get a test made, 
you may want to utilize a com­ 
m ercial 
seed testing labor­ 
atory, or use laboratories which 
make free tests for farm ers. 
These laboratories in M issouri 
are the Field Crops Laboratory 
at Columbia, 
or the State De­ 
partment of Agriculture at Je f­ 
ferson City. 
In any case it is important to 
get your sample in these labor­ 
atories early to insure getting 
results back in time for use. 
The laboratories at both Je f­ 
ferson City and Columbia will 
take the seed of g ra sse s,clov­ 
e rs, lespedeza and oats during 
December and January. Corn, 
cotton, soybeans, sorghum and 
rice will be accepted up to 
May I, but you really need to 
get those seeds in during Dec­ 
em ber, January or February to 
be sure that you will have the 
results back well ahead of plant­ 
ing. 
You will need to send in one 
quart of larger sized seeds like 
corn, sorghum and soybeans — 
but one pint of g rass or legume 
seeds will be sufficient. Use 
strong containers which will not 
break or tear in shipment. 
Strive to get a good represen­ 
tative sam ple. Seed from the top 


of the bin or from only one or 
two sacks of a big lot may not 
be representative. Draw sev- 4 
eral 
sam ples 
and 
mix 
thoroughly before taking your 
final sam ple. Be sure that you 
label the sam ples clearly as to 
name, address, kind of seed 
and identification number. 
It will save time if you only 
want a germination test to state 
this on the label. A purity test 
takes time and is worthless if 
the seed has not been cleaned. 
However, if you plan to retail 
seed so that a label Is required, 
you will need both germination 
and purity tests. Such seed 
should be cleaned before sub­ 
mitting your sam ple. 
Your County University Exten­ 
sion Center has ar MU Guide 
available that gives full instruc­ 
tions on dates seeds will be ac­ 
cepted, how to take sam ples and 
prepare for mailing or shipping. 
You can check with your Center 
if you need any further details

CHARLESTON - Gourds are 
either picked as they mature, or 
after the first frost. A mature 
gourd has a dry stem and press­ 
ing with a fingernail will leave 
no impression on the fruit, 
If you want gourds to last in­ 
definitely, dry them thoroughly. 
One method for drying is to cut 
gourds with a stem of several 
inches. Remove dust or garden 
dirt by washing in soap or deter­ 
gent suds. Also, im m erse the 
gourds in a household disinfec­ 
tant solution before hanging to 
dry. Tills acts as a simple safe­ 
guard 
against fungi and bac­ 
teria. 
Also prick a tiny hole 
In each end of the gourd with 
a sharp point about the size of 
a hatpin, for ventilation during 
drying. 
Handle carefully to 
avoid marring the skin or bruis­ 
ing the fruit. 
Hang gourds in a cool place 
until dry by tying a string to 
the stem . 
They 
usually 
require months to dry. 
To 
test, shake gourds to see if 
seeds rattle. If stem s 
are 
short, dry gourds on a raised 
perforated surface such as a 
cake rack. If a rack is used, 
turn the gourds several times 
during drying to hasten 
the 
process. 
The surface pattern of many 
gourds is beautiful and needs 
no added finish to be decorative. 
If a glossy finish is desired, 
use shellac or varnish. Use 
floor wax to produce a duller, 
smooth effect. Paint can also 
be used.

SAIGON, 
South Viet Nam 
(AP) — Four North Vietnamese 
regiments have moved to within 
60 miles of Saigon as Commu­ 
nist strength in South Viet Nam 
reached a record high, informed 
military sources report. 
In all,- nine North Vietnamese 
regular regiments have been 
confirmed as present in South 
Viet Nam, two more than re­ 
ported earlier. 
Intelligence estimates say the 
northern units total about 20,000 
men. Viet Cong strength is giv­ 
en at about 234,000 full-time 
guerrillas. 
The invasion by North Viet 
Nam — and officials here call it 
just that —began slowly earlier 
this year. The present level of 
infiltration runs in excess of 
about a regiment a month. The 
figure is expected to double 
soon to 4,500 a month. 
The four highly mobile regi­ 
ments, whose positions can and 
do change overnight, are ranged 
in a fan from northwest of the 
capital near the Cambodian bor­ 
der in 
Tay Ninh 
Province 
through Blnh Long to the east­ 
ern edge of Long Khanh Prov­ 
ince. 
Although no one expects an 
all-out assault on Saigon, the 
sudden strengthening of Com­ 
munist forces, in what has long 
been Viet Cong-dominated terri­ 
tory, certainly will mean bitter 
fighting for the UJS. 1st Infantry 
Division and Vietnamese units 
north of Saigon. 
A South Vietnamese regiment 
was 
destroyed 
in 
vicious 
fighting 35 miles north of Saigon 
last week. 
As the invasion steps up, 
more information on North Viet­ 
namese movements comes from 
defectors and prisoners. 
The five and possibly six regi­ 
ments operating in the central 
highlands are supplied by two 
recently completed roads and 
by air, via Cambodia. A dirt 
airfield is about four miles in­ 
side Cambodia, northwest of 
Pleiku, the Vietnamese High­ 
land Corps headquarters. 
Red Chinese 
Reject Peace 


WASHLNGTON (AP) — UJSt 
officials say Communist China 
is burning all bridges to prevent 
a Viet Nam peace initiative by 
the Soviet Union. 
Nonetheless, they don't envi­ 
sion the immediate use of Red 
Chinese troops in the increas­ 
ingly bitter fighting. 
The UJS. officials say Peking 
is behaving in a more defensive 
pattern because the prestige of 
her nuclear explosion of 1963 is 
wearing thin. 
They also say Red China's 
relations have become strained 
with Indonesia, are at a low ebb 
with Moscow and her influence 
is declining in African affairs. 
For this reason, UJ3.officials 
find evidence, they say, that 
Peking is berating the Soviet 
Union for seeking united action 
with the United States on re­ 
storing peace to Viet Nam. The 
strategy appears to have suc­ 
ceeded in immobilizing any So­ 
viet peace initiatives with North 
Viet Nam. 
The Chinese keep repeating 
that the people of Viet Nam 
can defeat any effort to con­ 
quer them. 
U. S. officials said that in 
turning down all peace 
ef­ 
forts, Communist China has 
had to prove to North Viet 
Nam it would come to the as­ 
sistance of Hanoi if absolutely 
necessary.

De Gaulle, 7 5, running for a 
popularly elected office for the 
first time, holds a majority dear 
to his heart and informed 
sources said if he isn't satisfied 
with the first round, he may 
again drop out of politics. 
Some of his opponents have 
said that among their main rea­ 
sons for running is to deprive 
De Gaulle of the crushing ma­ 
jority he has enjoyed since com­ 
ing to power in 1958, despite a 
gradual erosion to about 62 per 
cent in the last referendum. 


As the campaign officially 
closed Friday night with a 
round of radio-television ap­ 
peals for support, the haughty 
De Gaulle asked the voters for a 
"demonstration of confidence." 
"Frenchmen, Frenchwomen! 
Once more, before each of you, 
I have assumed my responsi­ 
bility,” he said. '^Sunday you 
will take yours.” 
"In asking each of you for a 
demonstration of your confi­ 
dence, I offer you the decisive 
means to confirm the new 


(Fifth) Republic.” 
De Gaulle's two hottest com­ 
petitors are Francois Mitter­ 
rand, 49, who for the first time 
since the Popular Front of the 
1930s has gained support of both 
the Communist and non-Com- 
munist left, and centerist Jean 
Lecanuet, 45, a Christian Demo­ 
crat. 
L ecanuet is using a few

However, George E. Mueller, 
the National Aeronautics and 
Space Administration's asso­ 
ciate administrator for manned 
spaceflight, said Friday that 
Lovell's initial stay outside the 
suit would be "on the order of a 
day.” 
"We have just deemed it in 
the interest of safety to have 
one man in a condition where he 
retains the suit on so that in the 
case of any unforseen emergen­ 
cy one man would be in a rela­ 
tively safe position,” he added. 


"Both astronauts will be sui­ 
ted during all critical phases of 
the mission—that is, during the 
liftoff, during the rendezvous 
and during the re-entry,” Muell­ 
er said. 


The Gemini 7 crewmen origi­ 
nally requested they be allowed 
to fly the mission with no space- 
suits at all. Three Soviet cos­ 
monauts reportedly wore street 
clothes from launch to splash­ 
down on the 16-orbit Voshkod 1 
flight last year. 


Astronauts

(AP) — One is 
nicknamed "Shakey” because 
of his abundance of nervous en­ 
ergy; the other once thought a 
broken eardrum would keep 
him from ever flying again. 
Full of wisecracks at times, 
but deadly serious when need 
be, this is the astronaut team of 
Air Force Lt. Col. Frank Bor­ 
man and Navy Cmdr. James A. 
Lovell Jr., both 37. 
The two occupy the cramped 
quarters of the Gemini 7 space­ 
craft on the scheduled 14-day 
space journey, the longest and 
most important UJS. space ven­ 
ture to date. 
Together, they can put on 
quite a show by often swapping 
comical jibes, through which 
emerge a deep friendship devel­ 
oped during three years as as­ 
tronauts. 
"He's affectionately known as 
Jim 'Sliakey' Lovell among our 
group,” said Borman with a 
broad grin during a recent in­ 
terview. 
"Thanks a lot,” Lovell, a 
blond-haired, blue-eyed Naval 
Academy graduate, quickly re­ 
torted. 
A National Aeronautics and 
Si«ace Administration official 
said the name "Shakey” grew 
from the fact Lavell is the ner­ 
vous type who "flutters around 
like a flea” when wanting to get 
things done. 
The Gemini twins' childhood 
years reflect a love for the air 
that started them on the road to 
their daring space adventure. 
Borman took flying lessons at 
15; Lovell once almost blew 
himself up with a crude, home­ 
made rocket when he was 16. 
Borman, a Gary, Ind., native 
who was reared 
in Tuscon, 
Ariz., graduated from 
West 
Point in 1950 and switched to 
the Air Force to become 
a 
pilot. 
In November, 1951, his left 
eardrum broke during a routine 
training dive in an F80 jet. 
Borman feared his flying days 
were over. Flight surgeons, who 
said a head cold contributed to 
the mishap, also discovered 
Borman had a calcium deposit 
inside the broken eardrum. 
He was grounded immediate­ 
ly. However, the calcium dis­ 
solved and the ear healed. Bor­ 
man was back in the air seven 
•'months later with normal hear­ 
ing. 
His desire to join the space 
team dates back to the time 
Russia launched its first Sput- 
nick satellite in 1957. 
Borman left a teaching as­ 
signment at West Point to enroll 
In the Air Force aerospace re­ 
search pilot's 
school 
at 
Edwards Air Force Base, Calif. 
He remained there to teach aft­ 
er graduation in 1960, a job 
he held until becoming 
an 
astronaut. 
The Gemini 7 crewmen both 
were members of the second

CAPE KENNEDY, Fla. (AP) 
—With a cloudy sky gradually 
brightening, the final count­ 
down ticked along flawlessly 
today for man's longest space 
journey, the 14-day flight of 
Gemini 7 astronauts Frank Bor­ 
man and James A,Lovell Jr. 
The countdown began under 
a threatening, overcast sky. 
But the picture brightened as 
the count continued and a space 
agency spokesman said weath­ 
er would be cloudy but satis­ 
factory at the scheduled launch­ 
ing time. 
A Titan 2 rocket was to thun­ 
der to life at 2:30 p.m. (EST)to 
hurl Air Force Lt. Col. Bor­ 
man and Navy Cmdr. Lovell 
away from the earth on the 
start of their epic voyage. 
If all goes well, they will ren­ 
dezvous nine days from now 
with the two pilots of Gemini 6 
and go hurtling around the 
world together, possibly only 
inches apart. 
Technicians finished loading 
215,000 pounds of fuel into the 
nine-story -tall Titan 2 at la.m. 
The operation went without a 
hitch and the countdown began 
right on schedule at 7:30 a.m. 
"We're ticking right along,” 
the spokesman said. 
A solid but high overcast hid 
the rising sun as the big day 
began for Borman and Lovell, 
and forecasters said there was 
a possibility of showers during 
the day. 
"But we're told by the weath­ 
erman that we shouldn't have 
any rain at 1:30,” the space 
agency spokesman said, "and 
lower than 2,000 feet we proba­ 
bly can go.” 
The afternoon launch con­ 
trasts with previous UJS. man- 
in-space shots when the astro­ 
nauts were up at dawn for early 
morning launchings. 
The Gemini 7 flight will crack 
all existing world space records 
— most of them held by the 
Gemini 5 crew which stayed 
aloft for eight days — and will 
provide the most extensive in­ 
formation yet on man's ability 
to withstand physically and 
mentally long exposure to the 
space environment. 
Dr. Charles A.Berry,Gemini 
flight surgeon, said medical ex­ 
periments have top priority and 
added: "The flight will deter­ 
mine if man can perform at the 
level we expect him to for this 
period of time.” 
In a tuneup for the rendez­ 
vous, Borman and Lovell today 
were to try to maintain a for­ 
mation flight with the orbiting 
second stage of their Titan 2. 
They planned to keep within 100 
to 300 feet for about 25 minutes 
just after achieving orbit. 
The Gemini 6 astronauts, 
Navy Capt. Walter M. Schirra 
Jr. and Air Force Maj. Thomas 
P. Stafford, are expected to 
take off in pursuit Dec. 13. The 
plan is to fly the two spacecraft 
in formation — perhaps only 
inches apart — for nearly six 
hours as they whip 185 miles 
above the earth at 17,500 miles 
an hour. 
Most space agency experts 
believe they have a 50-50 chance 
or better to accomplish the ren­ 
dezvous.

WINTER HAS ITS PLEASANT SOUNDS, AS

t CHRISTMAS TREE SAFETY TIPS 
Your family and millions of others will soon 
be selecting Christmas trees for the coming 
: holiday season. 
By following these simple suggestions, you 
can have a tree which is not only attractive, 
but also reduces the fire hazard: 
Make sure the tree you buy is a fresh one. 
When you select your tree, feel the needles. 
If the tree is fresh, they will be firmly attached. 
Avoid the tree with needles which drop off 
when brushed. 
Eliminate the possibility of your tree drying 
out before Christmas by keeping it outdoors 
until the day you decorate it. You can help 
keep the tree fresh by standing it in a pail of 
water. 
Remember to wait until the day before Christ­ 
mas before setting up your tree. 
Reduce your chances of a Christmas tree 
fire by placing the tree in the coolest part of 
the room. It should be away from radiators, 
heaters and the fireplace. Keeping your tree 
away from heat also will not only reduce the 
chance of fire, but help to keep the tree from 
drying. 
Your Christmas tree should be placed in the 
type of stand which has a water container in 
which the trunk rests. Fresh trees stay fresh 
by “drinking” a substantial amount of water. 
You will notice that the water disappears from 
the container quite rapidly, and you should refill 
it daily. 
Choose only flameproof decorations for your 
tree. You should use only decorations made of 
glass, metal or a fire-resistant material. 
Handle your Christmas lights with care. Before 
placing them on the tree, check wires and 
Bockets. Light sets with frayed wires should 
be discarded. To make sure you get good lights 
when you buy a new set, be sure it bears the 
DL label of Underwriters* Laboratories, 
i Reminder: If possible, the switch controlling 
the tree lights should be some distance from 
the tree. This will reduce the chance of a spark 
from the electric switch igniting the tree decora­ 
tions. Avoid attaching the lights to a baseboard 
plug behind the tree. 
In homes where an electric train is part of the 
Christmas display, tracks should be set up 
away from the tree. Toy trains sometimes throw 
off sparks, and sparks are a fire hazard. 
Someone should be assigned to the task of 
making sure that the lights on the Christmas 
tree are turned off at bedtime and when no one 
is near the tree. 
Trees should be checked frequently for dryness. 
And, check tree needles near lights. If needles 
near a light have become dry and brittle, 
change the position of the light. If needles all 
over the tree start falling, take the tree down 
at once and put it outdoors. 
Metal trees should never be decked with 


Christmas lights. The National Board of Fire 
Underwriters says that use of off-the-tree light­ 
ing gives a safer and more attractive illumina­ 
tion. 
Always pick up gift wrappings immediately 
when Christmas presents are opened. The 
wrappings you plan to save should be folded 
and put away. Other paper, boxes, and ribbon 
should be gathered up and placed in a metal 
waste container. 
Some people like to keep their trees throughout 
the holiday season. Even if the tree appears to 
be fresh, however, take it down before it dries 
out.

Driving with headlights on, driving without 
hands, and changes in license plates. These 
are the subjects of three questions we’ve re­ 
ceived recently. 
“What’s the value of leaving your headlights 
on during the day?” asks J. R., Los Angeles. 
Other drivers pay more attention to your 
car when its headlights are on. This is the 
finding of Dr. Merrill J. Allen, professor of 
optometry at Indiana University. Other drivers 
give you a wider berth and, as a result, you 
have fewer close shaves. 
Even on bright days, Dr. Allen found, head­ 
lights are helpful for they show up against 
shadowed or dark backgrounds, such as dark- 
colored cars. But, they’re especially useful 
on cloudy days and for the 90 minutes after 
sunrise and before sundown. 
“There’s talk about cars coming equipped 
with auto pilots some day, but has anybody 
actually invented such a thing?” P.I., Indian­ 
apolis, Ind. 
Yes. Jacob Rabinow and William Fische of 
Rockville, Md., have applied for a patent on 
an optical system—similar in principle to 
radar. It scans the road scene ahead and on 
both sides. If the car’s position in relation 
to the white center stripe and the side of the 
road begins to change, a motor turns the steer­ 
ing wheel. If an obstacle looms up ahead, the 
brakes go on. 
“If license plates are supposed to be for 
identification, they should be bigger. I’m sure 
the people who issue plates realize this. Why 
don’t the states make plates bigger?” D.M., 
Madison, Wis. 
In 1956, all states agreed to issue the same 
size license plate — 6 x 12 inches. With a 
standardization of size, auto makers can make 
plate receptacles on all cars the same size. 
Increasing the size of plates would cost a lot 
in money and effort, though it’s undoubtedly 
desirable. However, the 20 states and the 
District of Columbia that have adopted “safety” 
plates that reflect headlights and glow bril­ 
liantly have made their plates much more 
visible without enlarging them. Rear reflective 
plates can be seen for 2,000 feet, and front 
plates can be read even in the glare of head­ 
lights.

ference were Clarence Pick­ 
ett, Quaker elder statesman 
and former head of the Amer­ 
ican Friends Service Commit­ 
tee, Professor Roger Fisher 
of Harvard Law School, and 
this writer. 
We suggested to Nehru that 
since the scientists of the world 
had organized the International 
Geophysical Year in which each 
country had tried to achieve a 
new milestone in science, the 
statesmen of the world organize 
an International 
Cooperation 
year in which each would try to 
achieve new milestones 
for 
peace. 
Nehru 
listened 
carefully, 
sympathetically, but made no 
promise to promote the idea. 
When we left, I was not at all 
sure that we had made any im­ 
pact.

Nehru went on to suggest that 
the assembly appoint a com­ 
mittee to consider an Interna­ 
tional Cooperation Year. He 
spoke at some length and most 
eloquently. 


“We have to undertake this 
vast task of encouraging this 
new thinking, 
this new ap­ 
proach, the approach of 
co­ 
operation, and not on a mere 
ideological basis but on the 
practical basis of sheer sur­ 
vival in this world. I would beg 
the assembly to consider this, 
and not from the point of view 
of profit or loss to this nation 
or 
that nation; because the 
choice before us is not profit 
or loss but of survival or loss 
to everybody.** 
The assembly acted, it pro­ 
nounced 1965 as International 
Cooperation Year. 
It has not been a very happy 
year from the point of view of 
accomplishment. The 
United 
States contributed Intervention 
in the Dominican Republic and 
the war in Viet Nam became 
intensified. 
Nevertheless 
President Johnson started off 
last week’s White House con­ 
ference 
with a constructive 
statement calling on the nation’s 
best minds and boldest spirits 
to join the quest for a “new 
order of world cooperation.” 
Later, the White House staff 
got cold feet. When they saw 
the **boldness” of certain com­ 
mittees* recommendations they 
stamped them: “ This is not an 
official conference document.” 
BOLD COOPERATION 
Boldest and most significant 
report filed at the White House 
bore the signature of Johnson’s 
former Under Secretary of De­ 
fense, Roswell Gilpatric; Eisen­ 
hower’s former Special Assis­ 
tant, Harold E. Stassen, 
and 
Kennedy’s former Science As­ 
sistant, Jerome B, Wiesner. It 
was a vigorous recommendation 
that President Johnson made an 
all-out effort to settle Ameri­ 
can differences with Russia. 


Next comes followlnguponthis 
policy — actively recruiting 
among 
minorities and co­ 
operating In programs to in­ 
crease their skills both before 
and after hiring them. 
Mere 
“ tokenism** — main­ 
taining 
a 
few ** showcase” 
Negroes In scattered jobs — Is 
not 
enough. 
What Is 
im­ 
portant, says Gleason, 
Is to 
give the sort of concrete en­ 
couragement that **can help a 
disadvantaged person to raise 
his sights because he feels that 
others are Interested in his fu­ 
ture, his potential.”

Washington, D. C. — It is re- 
gretable that this society of 
ours is not as Inquisitive as it 
is acquisitive. 
If it were so, it might learn 
there is a war on, and that 
there are strikes flaring 
in 
plants which make it possible 
to fight such a defensive war. 
Bullets 
and shells, Navy 
Snakeye missiles and subma­ 
rine gadgetry, Phantom jets 
and space craft all have been 
involved in the recent rash of 
parading pickets. 
This aroused, placard-bear­ 
ing proletariat simply proves 
that the more things change the 
more they are the same. There 
were strikes during the second 
World War and during 
the 
Korean holocaust. 
But this bloody season 
the 
stoppages have come earlier. 
Oddly, many of the walkouts 
have been led by local leaders 
of the International Assn. of 
Machinists, 
highly respected 
in many quarters for its in­ 
dustrial statesmanship. 
Why then 
did one of its 
lodges (locals) strike the Rome 
(New York) Cable Division of 
Alcoa on Nov. 15, thus crippling 
the 
manufacture 
of vitally 
needed wire components 
tor 
new submarines? 
The Navy wants that wiring. 
Federal officials say the launch­ 
ing of vital subs may be de­ 
layed for lack of this tiny bit 
of equipment. It is but a small 
percentage of the plant’s pro­ 
duction. But it is such a ma­ 
jor item.j 
Yet, seniority appears to be 
mqre on the minds of some 
strikers 
there than subma­ 
rines. Seniority, not more mon­ 
ey, is the major issue. Seniority 
— matter of who gets up the line 
to what job or who gets bumped 
on down. 
This is what’s been keeping 
some 650 people out, this ques­ 
tion of the seniority line. Is 
It 
such a passionate objec­ 
tive that the strikers have for­ 
gotten there is no seniority in 
the swampish front line 
in 
Viet Nam? Or should one not 
raise such an issue? 
And there is the matter of 
bullets and shells for that front 
line. Much ofthis ammo is made 
by Clin Mathieson Chemical 
Corp. in East Alton, HI. Last 
Wednesday morning the 
ma­ 
chinists hit the bricks there. 
Soon 
Teamsters, 
chemical 
workers and building trades 
unionists honored the picket 
line. 
Perhaps it is unkind to re­ 
mind the Machinists of this, 
but to each his own. 
The issues: seniority— and 


working conditions. These are 
grave issues, indeed, away from 
the tor off places where 
is 
heard the whine of the bullets 
already manufactured. These 
are the Issues which took 3,- 
800 out that a.m. There was 
no real objection to the hand­ 
some money package offered 
the union members. 
And what of the six-day Phan­ 
tom jet strike at the McDon­ 
nell Aircraft Corp.? There the 
issue on the surtoce was the 
redefining of job classifications 
in some 75 categories. 
There are other strikes which 
keep the 
Pentagon 
trouble­ 
shooters hopping these days. 
But it would not be accurate 
to report that the walkouts have 
caused any short supply of air 
and ground or sea blackade 
equipment or shooting “stuff.” 
Not yet. However, the gov­ 
ernment people believe that is 
hardly the issue. There is no 
knowing when an enemy suicide 
raid, or accidental destruction 
sends materiel reserves up in 
giant sky-reaching flames and 
thunder. 
Strikes have a built-in emo­ 
tional virus. They’re catching, 
like a fever. If the redoubtable 
Machinists can strike, 
and 
create 
no blacklash, 
other 
mature unions may also walk 
out. But there appears to be no 
way of averting the swarm- 
outs. 
For example, the Machinists 
have some 2,000 lodges. From 
now on they will be hard put to 
prove to the public that they 
do not suffer from an overdose 
of local autonomy and 
trade 
union democracy. 
But a lodge (or a local) is not 
Inanimate. There are 
the 
members. To understand what 
is happening one must under­ 
stand today’s rank and file com­ 
pared to yesteryear's. 
It is younger. It is tougher. 
It is more educated. It 
ex­ 
pects more. Mostly, it has not 
gone through the depression 
of the thirties. It was born 
into prefabricated unionism. 
If it does not get something 
each contract expiration, it re­ 
jects the local and 
national 
leadership. Money 
is 
sec­ 
ondary, naturally. It 
wants 
fringes, 
ever longer, ever 
fancier. 
And it is more cocky now 
that it is in a war economy. It 
even laughed at the old gag about 
prosperity being around 
the 
corner. It is here and has been 
for some time. 
There’s money but not enough 
skilled manpower. So if you 
don't get what you want, you 
strike while the shooting 
is 
on. Who knows what goes when 
the shooting’s over?

growing disinterest in the proj­ 
ect, mainly because most of the 
people who have to help build 
the floats have a full schedule 
of something else that has to 
be done at this time of the year.

Day and

Bowl parades, are so spectacu­ 
la r that organizations in small 
communities can’t compete with 
them so many members say, 
“ why try?” 
On this subject I write from 
personal experience. For many 
years I have helped on the 
construction of the Hayti Lions 
club floats, and during the last 
two years it seems that I have 
become the only member of the 
club who can design a float--at 
least that appears to be the 
conclusion of the rest of the 
members who have stuck me 
with the job in 1964 and 1965. 
This wouldn’t be such a chore— 
except the designer must also 
supervise and assist in the 
construction of the float since 
none of the other club mem­ 
bers seem to understand just 
what he has in mind unless he 
Is on the job. So Pm beginning 
to lose my enthusiasm in this 
project--Pm busy at Christ­ 
mas time, too. 
Anyway, the Christmas spirit, 
in Hayti got a shot in the arm 
early this week when Ark-Mo. 
Power Co. linemen began in­ 
stalling street decorations as 
they have done for many years 
in the past.

If the State Highway Patrol, 
which generally has most of the 
details on all fatal or other­ 
wise serious traffic accidents 
over the state, has ever Issued 
an analytical study of the gen­ 
eral causes of accidents ana 
suggestions for prevention, I 
have never seen one.

Also a complete study of our 
secondary highway system is

For exam­ 
ple, the building of left-turn 
waiting lanes on shoulders at 
dangerous 
intersections, as 
suggested before in this space.

Fungi Into 


Bean Seeds 


NEW ORLEANS- 
The stink 
bug actually pumps yeast spot 
fungi into soybean seeds when 
feeding, a University of Mis­ 
souri graduate student reported 
here. 
It had been thought previous­ 
ly 
that yeast spot disease was 
transm itted by stink bugs ca r­ 
rying the fungus externally. The 
thinking has been that bugs had 
fungi of the disease on their 
body and, as they moved about 
on soybeans, only incidentally 
infected seeds. 
The graduate student, John 
E . F oster, Columbia, reporting 
his research with stink 
bugs 
before the Entomological 
So­ 
ciety of Am erican annual meet­ 
ing here, said he has proven 
that the Insects carry 
the 
yeast spot disease fungi in their 
salivary trac t. 
“ Stink bugs," he said, “ when 
feeding on soybeans, actually 
pump some of the fungi from 
their salivary trac t into beans.”

Center News

CHARLESTON - Several ques­ 
tions have been raised about 
saving seed from the 1965 cot­ 
ton crop. 
I believe the best answer that 
anyone could give would be that 
it Is always wise to know the 
germination on any seed before 
it is planted. Sometimes seed 
that 
looks good 
may 
fall to 
germinate and make replanting 
necessary. If you plan on sell­ 
ing seed, a test is essential to 
determine the value of seed, and 
help you sell it if it proves good. 
In order to get a test made, 
you may want to utilize a com­ 
mercial 
seed testing labor­ 
atory, or use laboratories which 
make free tests for farm ers. 
These laboratories in Missouri 
are the Field Crops Laboratory 
at Columbia, 
or the State De­ 
partment of Agriculture at Jef­ 
ferson City. 
In any case It is important to 
get your sample In these labor­ 
atories early to insure getting 
results back in time for use. 
The laboratories at both Jef­ 
ferson City and Columbia will 
take the seed of grasses,clov­ 
ers, lespedeza and oats during 
December and January. Corn, 
cotton, soybeans, sorghum and 
rice will be accepted up to 
May I, but you really need to 
get those seeds in during Dec­ 
ember, January or February to 
be sure that you will have the 
results back well ahead of plant­ 
ing. 
You will need to send in one 
quart of larger sized seeds like 
corn, sorghum and soybeans — 
but one pint of grass or legume 
seeds will be sufficient. Use 
strong containers which will not 
break or tear in shipment. 
Strive to get a good represen­ 
tative sample. Seed from the top 


of the bln or from only one or 
two sacks of a big lot may not 
be representative. Draw sev­ 
eral 
samples 
and 
mix 
thoroughly before taking your 
final sample. Be sure that you 
label the samples clearly as to 
name, address, kind of seed 
and identification number. 
It will save time if you only 
want a germination test to state 
this on the label. A purity test 
takes time and Is worthless if 
the seed has not been cleaned. 
However, if you plan to retail 
seed so that a label is required, 
you will need both germination 
and purity tests. Such seed 
should be cleaned before sub­ 
mitting your sample. 
Your County University Exten­ 
sion Center has ar MU Guide 
available that gives full Instruc­ 
tions on dates seeds will be ac­ 
cepted, how to take samples and 
prepare for mailing or shipping. 
You can check with your Center 
if you need any further details

Area Home Economist 
CHARLESTON - Gourds are 
either picked as they mature, or 
after the first frost. A mature 
gourd has a dry stem and press­ 
ing with a fingernail will leave 
no impression on the fruit. 
If you want gourds to last in­ 
definitely, dry them thoroughly. 
One method for drying is to cut 
gourds with a stem of several 
inches. Remove dust or garden 
dirt by washing In soap or deter­ 
gent suds. Also, immerse the 
gourds in a household disinfec­ 
tant solution before hanging to 
dry. This acts as a simple safe­ 
guard 
against fungi and bac­ 
teria. 
Also prick a tiny hole 
In each end of the gourd with 
a sharp point about the size of 
a hatpin, for ventilation during 
drying. 
Handle carefully to 
avoid marring the skin or bruis­ 
ing the fruit. 
Hang gourds in a cool place 
until dry by tying a string to 
the stem. 
They 
usually 
require months to dry. 
To 
test, shake gourds to see if 
seeds rattle. If stems 
are 
short, dry gourds on a raised 
perforated surface such as a 
cake rack. If a rack is used, 
turn the gourds several times 
during drying to hasten 
the 
process. 
The surface pattern of many 
gourds is beautiful and needs 
no added finish to be decorative. 
If a glossy finish is desired, 
use shellac or varnish. Use 
floor wax to produce a duller, 
smooth effect. Paint can also 
be used.
